Sol  Shinder,  President  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Coun- 
cil has  released  the  program 
for  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity to  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  June  24  beginn- 
ing at  7:30  p.m.,  at  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre.  A special 
effort  is  being  made  this  year 
to  attract  as-many  members  of 
the  community  as  possible  to 
this  annual  accounting  of  the 
stewardship  of  the  Jewish 
Community. 

Every  adherent  of  the 
Jewish  faith  residing  in  Ot- 
tawa who  subscribes  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  is  considered  a 
member  of  the  community. 
The  right  to  vote  at  meetings, 
to  sit  as  a Trustee  or  to 
nominate  or  vote  for  Officers 
or  Trustees-at-large  is  confin- 
ed to  individuals  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  over  who  are 
contributors  in  good  standing 
during  the  current  year  to  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal. 

The  program  of  the  evening 
will  break  down  into  four 
parts  — a short  business  ses- 
sion — dedication  of  the 
Gilbert  Greenberg 

Distinguished  Service  Award 
and  announcement  of  the  1981 
Award  Winner  — election  of 
officers  — and  a reception  in 
honour  of  the  retiring  officers 
and  their  successors. 

In  order  to  streamline  the 
proceedings,  the  Council  plans 
to  publish  and  distribute  its 
Annual  Report  in  advance  as  a 
Special  Edition  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Bulletin.  The  Report 
gives  a panoramic  view  of  the 
activities  and  services  available 
in  this  active  Jewish  communi- 
ty as  portrayed  by  its  standing 
committees,  beneficiary  agen- 


cies and  affiliated  organiza- 
tions. The  highlight  will  be  the 
overview  to  be  presented  by 
retiring  president  Sol  Shinder. 

The  dedication  of  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award 
which  has  just  been  re-named 
in  tribute  to  the  leadership  of 
Immediate  Past  President  the 
late  Gilbert  Greenberg,  will 
add  poignancy  to  the  evening. 
Established  in  1980  to 
recognize  outstanding  service 
to  the  Jewish  Community  over 
the  course  of  many  years  by  ah 
individual  or  an  organization, 
the  first  recipient  was  the  Ot- 
tawa Chevra  Kadisha  on  the 
occasion  of  the  75th  anniver- 
sary of  its  founding.

The  Walk-for-Israel  will 
begin  and  end  at  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre  at  Chapel 
and  Rideau  Streets  on  Sunday 
morning.

Registra- 
tion desks  will  open  shortly 
after  8:00  o’clock  and  stay 
open  for  that  purpose  until 
10:30.  The  official  start  is 
scheduled  for  9:00  a.rri.

The  pro- 
ceeds will  be  used  to.  help 
disadvantaged  youth  in  Israel. 

The  scenic  18  km.  route 
follows  Chapel  Street,  Lees 
Avenue'and  Colonel  By  Drive 
alongside  the  Rideau  Canal 
and  Dows  Lake.

You  don’t  have  to  be  neurotic  to  be  Jewish,  but  it  helps. 

People  often  wonder  why  we  wear  ourselves  to  a frazzle  ferry- 
ing our  young  in  endless  caravans  of  mind-boggling  carpool 
combinations,  to  and  from  inconvenient  locations  at  inconve- 
nient times,  in  order  that  they  can  acquire  a mastery  of  Hebrew 
and  the  rudiments  of  Judaism.  „ i u i 

Or  they  marvel  at  the  intensity  with  which  we  collectively  hurl 
ourselves  into  the  observance  of  holiday  after  demanding  holi- 
day over  the  course  of  a year.  .... 

And  they  query  how  we  seize  every  conceivable  opportunity  to 
impress  on  impressionable  minds  to  consider  future  marriage 
strictly  in  terms  of  union  with  a Partner  Of  The  Faith. 

We  are  called  clannish.  We  are  dubbed  cliquish.  We  are  labell- 
ed insular.  And  we  are  delightfully  neurotic.  , , , 

Almost  from  the  moment  of  birth  both  the  female  (by 
osmosis)  and  the  male  (by  ritual  sleight  of  hand)  are  subject  to 
a iegacy  of  peculiarities  that  are  an  integral  part  of  the  Jewish 
psyche;  a set  of  inherited  quirks  are  passed  from  generation  to 

^^We^derive  from  a people  who  have  utter  faith  (and  rightly  so!) 
in  the  mystical,  magical  properties  possessed  by  that  great  crim- 
son do-all:  the  Red  Bendel.  The  omnipotent  Red  Bendel  can  be 
as  obvious  as  a flaming  Red  hankie,  or  an  unobtrusive  as  a Red 
thread  snapped  off  the  mother  spool  and  tucked  into  a shirt 
pocket  to  do  its  thing.  By  virtue  of  the  colour  vested  in  it,  the 
Red  Bendel  begins  to  work  instantly,  warding  off  the  Evil  Eye 
from  all  sides.  Believers  know  it  works.  Every  time. 

We  are  a people  who  in  the  space  of  a single  week  can  ac- 
cumulate an  amount  of  garbage  worthy  of  inclusion  in  Ripley''s 
Believe  It  or  Not.  Drive  through  any  given  neighbourhood  on 
collection  day  and  identify  the  Jewish  homes  on  the  block  — the 
pileup  on  the  edge  of  the  road  is  the  giveaway.  Jewish  garbage  is 
the  eighth  wonder  of  the  world. 

Why  do  we  drive  ourselves  so  hard,  and  push  so  relentlessly, 
and  care  so  much?  Because  we  are  Jewish. 

From  whence  came  our  collective  eccentricities,  our  ability  to 
laugh  at  ourselves,  our  propensity  for  self-ridicule?  From  our 
delightfully  ticklish  Jewish  souls,  that’s  where.  Our  neuroses  are 
comfortable.  They’re  us. 

Some  people  turn  their  backs  on  Judaism,  Jewish  life  and 
Jewish  customs.  What  a loss,  for  them. 


Sharansky 
is  weakened 

Now  in  the  third  month  of 
solitary  confinement  in  the 
Perm  labor  camp,  Prisoner  of 
Conscience  Anatoly  Sharan- 
sky’s mind  has  become  greatly 
weakened,  Ms  weight  has 
dropped  to  105  pounds,  and 
he  is  again  experiencing  vision 
difficulties,  his  wife  Avital 
reported  from  Jerusalem  to 
the  Student  Struggle  for  Soviet 
Jewry  and  Union  of  Councils 
for  Soviet  Jews.  The  informa- 
tion reached  Moscow  this  past 
week. 

According  to  Mrs.  Sharan- 
sky, Anatoly  fears  he  will 
become  senile  at  his  young 
age,  and  recounted  that  even 
while  under  severe  pre-trial 
conditions  in  Lefortovo 
Prison  he  could  memorize 
whole  groups  of  Hebrew 
words  daily,  but  now  attempts 
to  learn  one  or  two  new  words 
each  day,  and  forgets  them  by 
the  next.  He  complains  about 
toothaches  and  a recurring  vi- 
sion problem  which  forces  him 
to  take  frequent  breaks  while 
reading.  He  tries  to  do  eye  ex- 
ercises. 

Sharansky  dries  out  his 
bread  and  chews  on  it  to  re- 
main accustomed  to  solid 
food.  Recently-released 
Prisoner  of  Conscience  Joseph 
Mendelevich  commented  that 
Anatoly’s  memory  loss  might 
well  be  caused  by  the  extreme 
deprivation  of  food  in 
solitary,  which  - is  very 
debilitating  and  causes 
stomach  disorders  and  a 
breakdown  in  bodily  func- 
tions.

LORRY’S 

CORNER 


Things  never  are  quiet  in  the  Middle-East  but  periods 
of  relative  calm  do  occur  from  time  to  time  which  lull 
some  observers  into  wishful  thinking.  Now  a new  flare- 
up  in  Lebanon  has  come  along  to  remind  us  of  the  in- 
stability of  the  region  and  the  tightrope  Israel  walks  in 
its  day-to-day  relations  with  its  Arab  neighbours  to  the 
north. 

Closer  to  home,  Washington’s  decision  to  sell  Saudi 
Arabia  its  new  radar  surveillance  aircraft  in  addition  to 
upgraded  F15  fighters,  is  a cause  of  deep  concern  to 
Israel’s  friends  who  see  in  the  move  a basic  change  in  the 
Arab-Israel  balance  of  power.  The  issue  is  highlighted  in 
a piece  which  appeared  in  the  April  24  issue  of  the  Globe 
and  Mail.  Datelined  Jerusalem,  correspondent 
Abraham  Rabinovich  writes: 

“Until  now,  Israel’s  deterrent  power  has  been  based 
on  the  clear  qualitative  edge  of  its  armed  forces  and  on 
maintaining  an  army  sufficiently  large  so  that  the  Arab 
states  did  not  enjoy  more  than  a roughly  2.7  to  1 advan- 
tage in  terms  of  weapons  systems.  Israel  sees  both  these 
elements  now  threatened  by  the  flood  of  weapons,  in- 
cluding ultra-sophisticated  systems,  to  the  Arab  coun- 
tries from  both  the  Western  and  Eastern  blocs.” 

“The  skills  of  Israel’s  pilots,  which  have  been  a major 
element  in  its  military  superiority,  are  offset  to  a con- 
siderable degree,  by  aircraft  such  as  the  F-I5,  say  Israeli 
experts,  because  of  their  over-the-horizon  kill  capabili- 
ty. Israeli  ground  crews  are  reputed  to  be  among  the 
fastest  in  the  world  in  getting  aircraft  back  in  the  air  re- 
armed and  re-fuelled  after  missions  and  thereby  over- 
coming the  inferiority  in  numbers.  With  the  F-15, 
however,  even  a less  well-trained  Saudi  ground  crew  can 
change  an  engine  in  a matter  of  minutes  rather  than 
hours  as  with  the  Phantom. 

“Israeli  officials  have  expressed  even  more  concern 
over  the  AWACS,  as  the  radar  planes  are  called.  Deputy 
Defence  Minister  Mordechai  Ziporl  has  said  the 
AWACS  ‘could  expose  all  of  Israel’s  secrets.’  They  are 
capable  of  not  only  picking  up  all  of  Israeli  air  traffic 
but  of  monitoring  major  troop  movements  and  picking 
up  and  jamming  most  of  Israel’s  military  communica- 
tions system. 

“Although  Washington  has  offered  to  offset  the 
Saudi  deal  with  more  military  assistance  to  Israel,  of- 
ficials in  Jerusalem  say  it  is  impossible  to  economically 
keep  up  with  the  arms  race.  Israel  already  spends  40% 
of  its  budget  on  defence.” 

What  does  all  this  have  to  do  with  U.J.A.?  Directly, 
nothing,  since  defence  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
citizens  of  Israel.  But  indirectly,  Israel’s  continued 
isolation  and  the  rise  of  anti-semitism  throughout  the 
world  is  very  much  our  business.  Make  no  mistake 
about  it  my  friends,  any  time  Zionism  is  attacked,  the 
hatemongers  mean  you  and  me  as  much  as  they  mean 
the  people  of  Israel.  Hence  U.J.A.  is  our  vehicle  for 
closing  ranks  — for  strengthening  Jewish  life  here  and 
abroad.  Besides,  more  than  half  of  what  we  raise  in  Ot- 
tawa goes  to  the  Jewish  Agency  for  settlement  and 
social  welfare  purposes  in  a country  facing  almost  insur- 
mountable odds. 

That’s  the  least  we  can  do.  We’re  supposed  to  be  part- 
ners and  partners  have  to  hold  up  their  share  of  the 
bargain.  Sure  we  have  our  problems  here  including  high 
interest  rates  and  the  like,  but  we’ve  got  it  made  com- 
pared to  the  sacrifices  Israelis  have  to  make  every  day  of 
their  lives.  When  your  canvasser  calls,  remember  that 
Jewish  destiny  call  for  an  adequate  Jewish  response. 
Make  yours  loud  and  clear. 

«**** 

Next  time  you  get  to  the  Centre,  take  a look  at  the 
progress  chart  near  the  switchboard.  It  shows  how  we 
stand  in  the  overall  campaign  and  then  breaks  it  down 
into  divisions.  Two  types  of  statistics  are  recorded: 
percentage  of  card  coverage  and  progress  towards  the 
campaign  goal  of  $2,400,000.  As  we  go  to  press  on  this 
i.ssue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  have  moved  beyond  the  midway 
point  in  both  areas.  I am  really  delighted  with  the 
number  of  increases  we  have  been  getting  from  every 
sector  of  the  campaign  but  admit  we  have  a far  piece  to 
go  before  we  can  call  it  quits.  I urge  everyone  with  cards 
still  unreported  to  make  their  calls  as  quickly  as  possi- 
ble. We’re  in  the  home  stretch  now  and  every  day  counts 
if  we  are  to  be  through  by  May  31..

The  Sands  of  Time

What  lessons  may  be  drawn  from  the  recent  starvation  death 
of  I R A striker  Bobby  Sands?  Its  short  term  impact  has  been 
dramatic,  and  long  range  prospects  as  to  the  success  or  failure  of 
his  eause  have  yet  to  be  properly  assessed. 

If  Irish  Catholics  are  beset  by  a feeling  of  dismfranchisement 
and  exile  in  their  own  land,  and  from  their  point  of  view  have 
chosen  the  path  of  martyrdom  rather  than  maintain  the  status 
quo,  obviously  it  is  a course  of  action  that  forces  world  attention 
to  be  focussed  upon  it.  An  analysis  of  this  problem  is  beyond  the 
scope, of  this  column.  However,  it  would  be  well  to  briefly  con- 
sider the  concept  of  exile  from  the  vantage  point  of  Jewish 
history. 


Yehezkel  Kaufmann  the  great  biblical  historian  and 
philosopher  in  his  magnificent  work  Golah  V neichar 
(Exile  and  the  Stranger)  Vol.  1 Book  I states  “The  Jews  are  the 
only  exiled  nation  in  the  world.”  In  our  prayers  we  make  cons- 
tant reference  to  “Zecher  Litziyat  Mitzraim”  — A remem- 
brance of  the  exodus  from  Egypt.”  This  phrase  is  laden  with 
meaning  far  beyond  the  time  bound  boundaries  of  that  par- 
ticular historical  event.  For  in  effect  it  is  a reflection  of  the  two 


types  of  exile  the  Jewish  people  have  undergone  during  the  past 
two  milienia.  The  benign  exile  and  the  burdensome  exile.  The 
benign  exile  was  not  an  oppressive  one  for  it  occasioned  a rich 
interchange  of  cultures,  an  adoption  of  the  language,  customs 
and  manners  of  the  people  among  whom  we  lived.  But  at  all 
times  we  drew  a line,  call  it  a cultural  margin  if  you  will,  and  that 
demarcation  kept  us  from  being  assimilated  and  we  were  able  to 
continue  to  be  a “light  unto  the  nations.”  Of  course  the  burden- 
some exile  is  well  known,  replete  with  oppression,  slavery  and 
persecution. 


Many  years  later  the  prophet  Jeremiah  would  advocate  a 
policy  of  cross-fertilization  without  assimilation,  an  involve- 
ment as  it  were,  without  absorption.  Jeremiah  was  not  content 
with  mere  biological  survival  in  an  alien  community,  “And  seek 
the  welfare  of  the  land  to  which  I exile  you,  and  pray  to  the  Lord 
on  its  behalf,  for  in  its  welfare  shall  you  find  your  welfare.” 
(Jeremiah  29:7).  The  concept  of  exile  is  an  integral  component 
of  Jewish  history.  It  is  part  and  parcel  of  Jewish  psychology. 

I would  simply  enlarge  Jeremiah’s  injunction  by  expressing 
the  fervent  wish  that  people  throughout  the  world  both  in  high 
places  and  in  low,  seek  the  welfare  of  the  world  via  the  process 
of  good  will  and  understanding.

This  is  the  last  in  a series  of 
three  articles  on  the  Jews  of 
India.

On  to  Poona;  A four  hour 
train  ride  from  Bombay  into 
the  mountains.  Here  Iraqi  and 
Bene  Israel  communities  co- 
exist without  communion. 

Ramshackle  Succoth 
Shelomo  synagogue  on  Jews 
Street,  physically  crumbling 
but  spiritually  alive  as  more 
than  50  Bene  Israel’s  take  their 
place’for  Friday  night  services. 

At  the  massive  Iraqi 
synagogue,  Ohel  David, 
known  locally  as  the  Red 
Church  (because  of  its  un- 
characteristic red  brick,  its 
vaulted  arches  and  70  foot 
clock'  steeple’),  4 or  5 Iraqis 
worship  at  the  cavernous 
mausoleum,  maintained  in 
decaying  splendor  by  the  ex- 
ceedingly wealthy  Sassoon 
Trust  in  Bombay. 

A call  to  Dr.  S.B.  David.  He 
will  be  delighted  to  take  me  to 
services  Monday  evening  at 
Succoth  Shelomo.  Five  of  us 
participate  in  the  abbreviated, 
pro  forma  service.  While  m a 
state  of  disrepair  on  the  out- 
side, the  Synagogue’s  interior 
is  very  beautiful.

Mobel  must  be  called  in 

Poona,  like  Ahmedabad, 
must  rely  on  Bombay  for  a 
chazzan  or  mohel  when  there 
is  a ceremony  to  be  perform- 
ed. There  is  no  Chevra 
Kadisha,  but  most  of  the  older 
community  is  well  versed  in 
ritual  requirements. 

The  next  day  I sought  out 
Ezra-Lion  Daniel  who  arrang- 
ed  for  me  to  see  inside  the 
rarely  unlocked  Iraqi 
synagogue. 

Ohel  David’s  interior  is 
breathtaking.  Built  to  hold 
several  hundred,  Daniel 
assured  me  that  the  Poona  Ira- 
qi community  never  had  more 
than  20  families.  With  his  two 
married  daughters  living  m 
England  and  Israel,  Daniel  is 
one  of  4 or  5 who  attends  the 
Friday-only  services  regularly. 

The  monumental  Sassoon 
crypt  is  unlocked  so  that  I can 
get  a clearer  view  of  David 
Sassoon’s  marble  testimonim 
to  his  life  as  benefactor  of  the 
Iraqis  of  India,  far  grander 
than  another  David’s  tomb  in 
Jerusalem,  it  seems  that  this 
David’s  sons  were  more  in- 
terested in  emulating  the 
tombs  of  Moghul  emperors 
than  in  observing  Halgkhic 
precepts  for  simple  burial.  So 
much  self-indulgence,  while 
the  Bene  Israel  community  has 
so  little. 

Jew  boy  too  proud  for  love 

Two  girls  taking  time  out 
from  university,  sit  on  the 
synagogue’s  step’s.  Rachef  18, 
and  Diana  19,  are  Bene  Israel 
girls,  raised  in  strictly  obser- 
vant homes.  Their  parents 
would  tolerate  a “love  mar- 
riage’’ today,  but  would  still 
prefer  to  arrange  marriages 
that  would  meet  with  the  girls’ 
approval.  Nonetheless,  any 
“love  marriage”  the  girls 
make  can  only  be  with  so- 
meone Jewish.  “That  is  (he 
problem,”  sighed  Diana,  the 
Jew  boy,  he  is  too  proud  to 
fall  in  love.”  Neither  consider 
leaving  India,  but  both  admit 


they  will  likely  have  to  move, 
with  their  husbands,  away 
from  Poona. 

Back  to  Bombay.  The  Bene 
Israel  synagogues  here  are  far- 
flung,  difficult  to  find,  and 
almost  always  locked  when 
you  do  uncover  them,  uia 
manage  to  finally  see  the  two 
Iraqi  synagogues;  Magen 
David  and  Knesset  Elyahoo, 
both  typically  ornate  and 
sumptuously  maintained  by 
the  Sassoon  Trust,  and  predic- 
tably empty.  The  synagogue 
yard  of  Magen  David  houses 
many  of  Bombay’s  Jewish 
poor,  as  well  as  the  Sir  Jncob 
Sassoon  primary  ' 

dary  school,  which  now 
opeLtes  with  60%  of  its  400 
students  still  Jewish. 

Director  of  ORT  India 
It  proved  easier  to  meet 
Bombay’s  Jews  than  to  gain 
access  to  its  synagogues.  Spent 
a delightful  evening  with  Vera 
and  Gerhard  Gabriel  at  one  of 
-the  monuments  to  British 
presence  in  colonial  India 
the  private  club.  Gabriel,  cur- 
rently Director  of  ORT  India 
and  the  American  Joint 
Distribution"  Committee,  ar- 
rived in  fombay  in  1933  and 
personally  brought  large 
numbers  of  Jews  to  safety  in 
India  as  Nazi  persecution  ac- 
celerated. While  there  actually 
was  a sizeable  community  of 
some  several  hundred  people 
in  Bombay  in  the  early  post- 
war years,  all  of  the  European 
Jews  have  now  left  for  the 
West  or  for  Israel.  Although 
India  served  as  a haven,  few, 
other  than  Gabriel  and  one  or 
twb  close  friends,  ever  came  to 
regard  the  country  as  a perma- 
nent home.  Gabriel  himself 
schooled  both  daughters 
abroad  where  they  are  now 
married. 


He  pointed  out  the  Bene 
Israel  community  has  always 
regarded  itself  first  as  Bene 
Israel,  secondly  as  Jewish  and 
thirdly  as  Indian.  “We  were 
not  Jews.  The  Jews  were  those 
others,”  (presumably  Iraqi).  It 
is  not  merely  difference  m 
semantics.  Ezekiel’s  Marathi 
speaking  family  did  not  iden- 
tify with  the  Iraqi  community 
in  any  way. 

Breaking  bread  Iraqi  style 
My  last  night  in  India.  Din- 
ner at  the  home  of  the 
doyenne,  of  the  Iraqi  com- 
munity, Sophie  Kelly.  Twenty 
relatives  and  friends  in  the  for- 
mal dining  room  of  a former 
maharaja’s  mansion;  nephew 
Solomon  Sopher  recites  the 
Friday  night  kiddush.  Follow- 
ing the  breaking  of  the  flat  Ira- 
qi bread,  seven  servants  bring 
a veritable  Iraqi  feast  to  the 
animated  conversations. 

Kelly,  along  with  Ezekiel, 
belong  to  a recently  formed 
body,  the  Council  of  Indian 
Jewry,  established  to  try  to  br- 
ing some  unity,  some  cohesion 
to  the  two  disparate  groups. 
But  little  has  transpired. 
Assimilation  takes  its  toll 
In  Bombay  assimilation  is 
occurring  faster  than 
elsewhere.  Individuals  move 
further  into  the  suburbs,  away 
from  the  cohesion  of  the- 
synagogues.  Unlike  North 
American  communities,  litue  _ 
attempt  is  made  to  relocate  the 
synagogues  closer  to  the  peo- 
ple. The  Jewish  Club,  once  a 

flourishing  sociaT  cmter  for 

the  Jews  of  Bombay  is  used  by 
a few  aging  cronies  who  come 
together  to  play  cards. 

If  Bombay  has  the  bulk  of 
Jews  remaining  in  India  and  it 
shows  signs  of  dispersion, 
assimilation  and  little  incen- 
tive in  the  young  to  assume 
synagogue  functions,  then  it  is 
likeiy  that  the  smailer  com- 
munities, like  Poona  and 
Ahmedabad,  will  follow  m a 
generation  or  two.  Those  who 
live  in  the  smaller  communities 
are  optimistic.  But  the  core  of 
Indian  Jewry  is  in  Bombay 
and  that  core  sh9ws  signs  ot 
disintegration.  Like  the  an- 
cient Kaif’ung  Jews,  we  may 
well  see  the  dispersion  of  the 
Jewish  communities  of  India 
in  this  century.  Perhaps  a 
tenacious  few  thousand  will 
prove  me  wrong.

To  Jewish  communities  everywhere  we  send  from 
Jerusalem  heartfelt  greetings  on  Israel’s  Independence 
Day. 

What  was  not  given  to  our  forefathers  in  2000  years 
of  exile  has  been  granted  to  our  generation:  the  ancient 
dream  has  been  realized;  we  have  achieved  m- 
dependence. 

Independence  means  being  able  to  shape  our  own 
destiny;  ceasing  to  be  an  object  manipulated  by  others. 
Independence  means  that  we  can  develop  our  country 
and  our  culture  in  accordance  with  our  spiritual  legacy, 
our  history,  our  desire  to  create  a society  of  which  we 
can  be  proud  — a society  which  will  realize  the  biblical 
vision  that  Torah  will  come  forth  from  Zion. 

When  Israel  achieved  its  independence  in  1948,  there 
were  650,000  Jews  in  the  country.  Today  there  are  three 
and  a quarter  million. 

In  our  first  year  of  independence,  our  exports  con- 
sisted of  citrus  fruit,  false  teeth  and  heads  for  primus 
stoves.  Today  we  export,  among  many  other  items, 
helicopters,  electronic  instruments,  excellent  and  diver- 
sified agricultural  produce. 

These  are  unparalleled  achievements,  but  there  are 
still  difficult  and  most  significant  challenges  that  we 
have  to  meet:  settlement  of  the  desert  area  that 
represents  60  per  cent  of  Israels  territory;  moulding  one 
nation  out  of  immigrants  who  have  come  from  102 
countries  and  speak  81  different  languages;  solving  the 
social  problems  with  which  we  are  now  grappling:  com- 
pleting the  peace  process  begun  with  Egypt  and,  at  the 
same  time,  guarding  our  own  security.  And  the  chief 
task  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Jewish  people  is  and  re- 
mains — Aliya! 

Till  their  actual  Aliya,  Jews  in  their  communities 
should  study  Hebrew,  visit  Israel,  strengthen  Jewish 
education.  All  of  us  must  do  all  in  our  power  to  enable 
the  Jews  of  Soviet  Russian  and  Syria  to  leave  their  coun- 
tries in  freedom  and,  we  trust,  join  us  in  rebuilding  the 
homeland  of  our  people. 

All  of  us  hope  with  all  our  hearts  that  complete 
redemption  will  follow  upon  the  beginning  of  redemp- 
tion which  divine  help  has  given  us,  and  that  we  will  see 
the  scattered  Jewish  people  gathered  in  their  own  coun- 
try, developing  their  land  and  culture,  creating  a model 
society.  Indeed  all  of  us  are  responsible  for  each  other, 
as  one  Jewish  people.

Art  exhibit 
moves  many 

The  sixty-nine  paintings  and 
drawings  that  comprise  the 
Exhibit  “Spiritual  Resistance, 
1940-1945:  Art  from  Concen- 
tration Camps  and  Ghettos” 
prove  the  adage  that  “a  pic- 
ture speaks  more  than  a thou- 
sand words”. 

Many  in  the  large  throng  of 
people  who  came  to  the  open-  • 
ing  of  the  Exhibit  on  April  27 
were  obviously  moved  by  evi- 
dent courage  and  fortitude  of 
the  artists,  many  of  whom 
perished  in  the  Nazi 
crematoria.  It  is  these  crea- 
tions, smuggled  out  of  the 
camps,  hidden  under  floor 
boards  and  behind  walls,  that 
remain  as  the  only  visual 
evidence  of  unspeakable  cir- 
cumstances. 

His  Excellency,  Governor 
General  Edward  Schreyer, 
who  officially  opened 
“Spiritual  Resistance”,  ap- 
peared to  be  keenly  aware  of 
the  unique  character  of  the  Ex- 
hibit, and  of  tl;e  horrendous 
conditions  of  Jews  and  others 
in  Nazi  concentration  camps 
and  ghettos.  Recalling  his  feel- 
ings during  his  visit  to  Yad  Va 
Shem  two  years  ago,  he  refer- 
red to  the  Holocaust  as 
something  mankind  had  not 
experienced  for  thousands  of 
years,  and  added  “Pray  God  it 
will  never  happen  again.” 

Chairman  Mendel  Good 
saw  the  Exhibit  as  a call  to  the 
human  conscience  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  it  would 
teach  us  freedom  and  justice 
must  be  fought  for  and  pro- 
tected. He  felt  it  was  fitting 
that  the  collection,  which 
depicts  the  most  tragic  chapter 
in  Jewish  history,  be  shown  in 
the  Public  Archives  of  this 
country  which  has  provided  a 
haven  for  so  many  survivors 
of  the  Holocaust. 

Special  guest  at  the  Exhibit 
was  Janet  Blatter,  Curator  of 
the  Holocaust  Memorial  Cen- 
tre in  Montreal.  Ms.  Blatter 
was  responsible  for  making  ar- 
rangements with  Kibbutz 
Lohamei  Ha  Ghettaot  (Ghetto 
Fighter’s  Kibbutz)  in  Israel  to 
exhibit  the  works. 

Sol  Shinder.  President  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Coun- 
cil, Abba  Beer,  Chairman  of 
the  National  Committee  of  the 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress 
and  Alderman  Rolf  Hasenack, 
representing  Mayor  Dewar 
who  was  out  of  the  country, 
also  greeted  the  assembly.
